We are told, for ex- 
ample, that we should not mix carbo- 
hydrates (cereals and starches) with 
proteins (meats, fish and eggs). The 
promoters of this statement base 
their remarks upon the fact that the 
proteins are acted upon by the acid 
digestive fluids of the stomach, whil 
the carbohydrates are digested by the | 
alkaline juices of the mouth and the 
juice of the intestine. 

There is no foundation for the idea 
that the presence of carbohydrates 
and proteins together in the mouth, 
stomach or intestine will interfere 
with the digestion of one or the other. 
Indeed, it is the acid of the food leav- 
ing the stomach which stimulates the 
of the intestine. 

Furthermore, the foods we eat are 
a mixture. Milk, which we rightly 
jregard as the best single food we pos- 
| sess, contains about equal amounts of 
protein and carbohydrate. If it were

At Wainwright 


Wainwright, Oct. 16.—‘Suicide 
while temporarily insane through fi- 
nancial worries” was the verdict of a 
coroner’s jury at an inquest Monday 
into the death of George Chesterman,’ 
63, Hope Valley farmer. Chester- 
man shot and killed himself with a 
small calibre pistol in:the Bank of 
Montreal here Friday night, after he 
had attacked and inflicted two knife 
wounds on the manager, D. L. Plum- 
ton. 

Highlight of the inquest was the 
production of a letter found on _Ches- 
Canadian 
Mounted Police. The letter was ad- 
dressed to a Wainwright newspaper 
and outlined the elderly farmer’s fan- 
cied grievances. 

It was evident: from the letter that 
Chesterman imagined he had signed 
away his farm to the Bank of Mon- 
treal for a loan. ‘What the man 
had actually signed, according to evi- 
dence, was a first mortgage crop 
lease entitling the bank to one-third 
of his crop.
